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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

the Applicant's arguments pertaining to the rejection under 35 USC 112, second paragraph have not been found to be persuasive. 
Nothing in the Applicant's cited excerpts clearly states that the "chamber is a combustion chamber" as claimed in claim 3. The Examiner 
points out that although an engine may be suggested, that, in itself, does not suggest that the chamber as claimed is a combustion 
chamber because not all fuel injectors pertrude into a combustion chamber of an operating engine. 

Also, the Applicant's arguments pertaining to the rejection under 35 USC 102 have not been found to be persuasive because orifice 
(16) of the prior art is interpreted as extending down into a portion of the fuel injector which is interpreted as the nozzle as claimed. The 
Examiner agrees with the Applicant in that the nozzle is typically at the bottom of a fuel injector. However, what is not clear is how far up 
from the bottom of the fuel injector does the "nozzle" extend. It is the Examiner's contention that the portion of the fuel injector in which the 
orifice (16) extends can be and is interpreted as part of the fuel injector's "nozzle" as is claimed by the Applicant. For example, element 
(26) of the Applicant's example document 6,588,399 does not show the bottom most tip only of the fuel injector as being the nozzle. The 
Applicant has also made reference to the cross-hatching used in the applied prior art. The Examiner points out that a same cross-hatching 
is used from the bottom most tip of the fuel injector to the area where the orifice (16) extends. 
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
